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THE QUANTITY SURVEYOR’S 
CONTRIBUTION TO PRODUCTION 


WHEN the quantity surveyor members of the R.I.C.S. met 

recently to discuss the Report on the visit to the U.S.A. 
of the Building Industry Investigation Team (the meeting was 
reported in The Builder, August 25) Mr. H. M. Thackray, one 
of the quantity surveyor members of the team, drew attention 
to the fact that the contribution of the quantity surveyor to 
productivity did not receive a mention in the conclusions and 
recommendations of that Report. This was not to say that the 
quantity surveyor was deemed to have no contribution to offer ; 
it merely emphasised that there were no quantity surveyors, 
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as we know them, in the U.S.A. from the study of whose methods 
we might derive advantage. Mr. Thackray’s advice to his 
fellow surveyors was that they should carefully study the Report 
nevertheless, and a large measure of their contribution to pro- 
ductivity would be to lend their influence and support to resisting 
the pressure by the building owner and others to commence 
work on the site before plans for the project have been suffi- 
ciently developed. ‘‘ We must raise our voices in protest,” 
he said, “‘ and try to call a halt to this ever-increasing practice, 
which is at the root of so many of the troubles of the building 
industry to-day.” 

The diagnosis of the root of the trouble may be right, but there 
is some doubt as to the propriety of the corrective advice here 
given. If Mr. Thackray’s “‘ we’ means the Royal Institution, 
all well and good, but if, as it appears, the individual quantity 
surveyor is addressed, then it is difficult to appreciate at what

juncture it might be suggested that this pressure should be 
correctly exerted. Some few quantity surveyors, it may be, 
have a personal influence such as would exact compliance out 
of protest, but by and large it cannot be said that the function 
of the quantity surveyor is happily briefed to the cause of initiating 
protest or applying veto in this sphere. His function is to 
provide a service, and if that service is properly demanded, be 
it only for a covering schedule of approximate quantities, it is 
not for him to express his disapproval. As well might the 
anesthetist be encouraged to opine to the waiting surgeon, 
“Is the operation really necessary at this juncture?” 

The quantity surveyor’s position in the building industry in 
this country is essentially a subordinate one, which is not to 
suggest a subjected one. His service lies in the application of 
his skill and technique to the measurement and valuation of 
builder’s work, to the interpretation of contract ; over and 
above this his gifts are in their sphere advisory, mediatory, 
premonitory. The voice to be raised at premature operation is 
not his, but the architect’s and the contractor’s. Let the archi- 
tect repress his client, let the builder refuse to implement his 
instructions without a clear and complete set of drawings, but 
let the quantity surveyor retain his quasi-judicial position—well 
defined and recognised in this country. 

In regard to positive action the quantity surveyor’s contribu- 
tion to production can lie in no surer channel than that Mr. 
E. C. Harris touched upon during the same discussion, namely, a 
new approach towards a code of measurement that would shorten 
the time factor in the production of a bill of quantities and 
advance both the commencement and the settlement of contracts. 
In our quantity surveying profession and its matured technique 
we have a very valuable factor in building science in which the 
Americans, a little reticently perhaps, but none the less admit- 
tedly, envy us. We should play it to its full capacity. 


INCENTIVE SCHEMES AND DIRECT 
LABOUR 


JN the Spring of this year the Ministry of Works carried out a 

survey in collaboration with the Ministry of Health into 
the extent to which local authority direct labour organisations 
engaged on new housing work were operating incentive schemes. 
The survey (which is given in detail elsewhere in this issue) 
revealed that of the 158 direct labour forces concerned, 96 (or 
61 per cent.) were operating incentive schemes the principles of 
which were in accordance with the terms of the National Agree- 
ment for the Building Industry, that is to say, they were based on 
output achieved in relation to targets agreed with the employees. 
Half the schemes were operated in conjunction with Joint 
Production Committees usually composed of members of staff 
and operatives of the direct labour forces. In most of the 
remaining schemes the men were brought into discussion before 
and during the operation of the scheme. 

Results of the schemes vary, but a very large proportion are 
achieving their objectives. Increased output was estimated by 
83 local authorities, and reduced costs by 80; 86 local authorities 
stated that the men’s earnings had been increased, detailed 
evidence from 67 showing average bonus earnings of 15 to 20 
per cent. of the men’s basic wages. Evidence quoted from 32 
local authorities showed an average increase of 27 per cent. in 
output on bonused work and an average saving of 7 per cent. 
in labour costs. 

The Report records various difficulties in the way of incentive 
schemes, such as lack of suitable operating staff; but it also 
shows that these difficulties have been overcome in many 
instances. A number of local authorities have expressed 
willingness to co-operate with the Ministry of Works in finding 
ways to improve existing schemes or to bring schemes into 
operation where none had hitherto been applied. Few authori- 
ties covered by the survey have succeeded in bonusing mainten- 
ance work, which presents special difficulties, but the Ministry 
of Works is exploring this problem. 
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THEFT OF LEAD FROM BUILDINGS 


TTENTION has been drawn to the serious effect of the theft 

of lead from buildings—a form of larceny which at present 

is all too prevalent. While old or war-damaged structures, and 

particularly churches, are usually the subjects of such depreda- 

tions, new buildings—particularly houses and schools—are also 
commonly stripped of their flashings, piping, etc. 

The damage caused through exposing the structures to damp 
and delay in occupancy are out of all proportion to the value 
of the material stolen, and a correspondent asks why penalties 
of a more severe nature cannot be imposed upon conviction ; 
fines, he believes, are of little use. He also would like to see 
the matter of disposal of old lead made more difficult, and 
suggests that purchasers should be required to take reasonable 
steps to assure themselves of the seller’s bona fides; a statement 
of the origin of the lead and the production of an identity card 
are proposed. 

Many local authorities and their architects and builders would 
welcome an effective check on the sale of old lead. It should 
not be difficult to devise some such regulation, but less simple 
to secure its enforcement; the considerable prices which this 
material to-day fetches are responsible for a black market in 
which some purchasers prefer to confine their questions to price 
rather than origin. The imposition of stiffer penalties for those 
convicted of trafficking in stolen lead would do much to check 
this particular form of larceny which can and often does have 
such serious consequences for the community. We hope that 
this matter may receive attention from the justiciary.

Public Lamp Standards 


REVERSING the usual order of events, 
Mr. John Betjeman has lately been 
throwing light on concrete lamp-posts. He 
does not like them—or at least some which 
have been recently put up in a certain old 
country town. They are, he says, unsuitable to 
their surroundings. The lamp-posts are not 
lacking defenders, who say that these designs 
have been passed by the Royal Fine Art 
Commission. The Commission, however, 
admit only limited liability; it is impossible, 
they say in effect, to guarantee the suitability 
of any design for any particular position. 
We have not seen the designs which have 
aroused Mr. Betjeman’s indignation, but we 
have an uncomfortable feeling that his com- 
plaint is a just one. Many of the tall 
standards which have lately appeared in the 
Metropolitan area provide evidence of the 
lack of a sense of good design. Some of 
these posts, though good enough in their 
general proportions, go sadly astray at the 
top which has, at the back of the curved 
support for the lantern, a sort of handle 
which appears to serve no practical purpose. 
Presumably it is there for “ decorative” 
effect. How much better these posts would 
look if the “ handles” were omitted and the 
“stem” continued in a smooth, uninter- 
rupted curve, to end in its flower of light. 
“Functional simplicity” is a good watch- 
word for those whose job it is to design 
street furniture. We now have plenty of 
first-rate talent among industrial artists; those 
in authority should see that full use is made 
of it. 


R.LB.A. Reception 


THe Councit of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects are holding an informal 
reception early in October for architects 
and students of architecture from the British 
Commonwealth and from the United States. 

Although lists of names and addresses of 
such visitors have been obtained from allied 
and corresponding societies and schools of 
architecture in those countries, it is thought 
that theré may yet be some visitors who, 
due to a change of address, will not receive 
an invitation.

Somerset House Repairs 


Work HAS BEGUN at last on repairing the 
ugly bomb rent in the Embankment facade 
of Somerset House. The need for this work 
to be carried out before the opening of the 
Festival of Britain, was pointed out by The 
Builder in April last year, but it was only 
recently that the work was started and it will 
not now be completed in time for the 
Festival. It is estimated that the job will take 
two years. Professor A. E. Richardson, R.A., 
is the architect for the work, which is being 
carried out by G. E. Wallis and Sons, Ltd. 

The original style is being followed and 
some of the old stonework will be incor- 
porated. There is no doubt that when all is 
finished the building will have been restored 
to its original dignity. Even so, it would 
have been far more satisfactory had the work 
been started earlier.

Salisbury Cathedral Exhibition 


AN EXHIBITION of the restoration work 
now being carried out on the spire of Salis- 
bury Cathedral is to be held at the Building 
Centre, 9, Conduit-street, W.1, from Septem- 
ber 25 to October 7. The exhibition which 
has been organised by the Dean and Chapter 
of Salisbury Cathedral and the Council of 
the Building Centre will include drawings 
and photographs of the damage and restora- 
tion work and specimens of damaged 
materials, including the wrought iron cross 
from the top of the Cathedral spire. It will 
be open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily and 
from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturday. 

Eighth Army Memorial Window 

AT THE Victoria and Albert Museum yes- 
terday (Thursday) the public was able to see 
for the first time the Eighth Army Memorial 
Window which is shortly to be installed in 
Cairo Cathedral. The window is a large 


circular headed single light for the east end 
of the Lady Chapel of the Cathedral, the 
architect for which is Mr. Adrian Gilbert 
Scott, F.R.I.B.A. Mr. Carl Edwards is the 
designer. 

When preparing the design consideration 
had to be given to the position of the win- 
dow, the architecture of the Cathedral and 
the intense light it will receive. The bottom 
of the window, when in position, will be 
16 ft. above eye level. Any treatment of a 
pictorial nature would have been quite out 
of place. The glass has therefore been left 
quite clear with the exception of black lines 
painted on it in pigment and fired into it, 
no half-tone shading being introduced. The 
leads range from } in. to } in. in width. 

The glass used is extremely varied in 
colour, thickness and texture in order to 
obtain a brilliant and vibrating effect. The 
measurements of the window are 13 ft. 1 in. 
high by 3 ft. 14 in. wide, and it contains 
11,000 to 12,000 pieces of glass, and weighs 
approximately a quarter of a ton. 

The subject was chosen by the Cathedral 
authorities and illustrates the figure of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary and Our Lord as a 
Youth. It was requested that the colour 
scheme should be predominantly blue. Our 
Lord holds a ship in His hands, which is a 
symbol of the Church. In the lower part of 
the window is depicted the badge of the 


“Eighth ‘Army, and the base contains the 


following memorial inscription: “To the 
Glory of God and the undying memory of 
the Eighth Army, 1941-45.” 

The cost of the window is being met from 
funds subscribed by the men of the Eighth 
Army. 

Restoring St. Dunstan’s 

EXTENSIVE REPAIRS to war damage have 
begun at St. Dunstan’s, Stepney, one of 
London’s oldest churches—its thousandth 
anniversary will be celebrated in 1952. The 
church is famous for its associations with the 
sea and sea-faring folk. 

Mr. C. Wontner Smith, F.R.LB.A., is the 
architect for the work, which is being carried 
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out by Messrs. R. W. Bowman, Ltd., of Step- 
ney. 

The tower, which dates back to before the 
Norman conquest, is to be partly rebuilt. 
About a third of it will have to be pulled 
down and the work will take about six 
months. Already finished is a stained-glass 
window which shows a panorama of Stepney 
during the air raids. It was designed by Mr. 
Hugh Easton, who was also responsible for 
the design of the Battle of Britain window in 
Westminster Abbey (illustrated in The 
Builder, November 12, 1948). 


Henle: = n-Thames Shop Front Decision 


THE Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning has dismissed the appeal of Montague 
Burton, Limited, tailors, against the refusal 
of the Oxfordshire County Council] to ap- 
prove designs for shop fronts for the firm’s 
new premises at Henley-on-Thames. The 
Minister states that he “cannot agree that 
a design of a shop front which has been 
adopted for commercial reasons because, 
above all, it is distinctive and unlike the 
general run of shop fronts must necessarily 
be accepted in every town and on every site 
which the trader chooses to occupy.”

Laminated Arches for the Festival of Britain 


PROGRESS ON THE TWO-LEVEL ENTRANCE FROM 
WATERLOO STATION 


TH last of five glued laminated para- 
bolic Douglas Fir arches was recently 
fitted into position at the Waterloo entrance 
to the South Bank Exhibition. The timber 
was a gift to the Timber Development 
Association of this country from friends in 
the timber industry of British Columbia. 

The arches are 60 ft. high and 100 ft. 
wide at base—the largest timber arches 
ever manufactured in Europe, and each 
unit is built up from 25 glued sections, and 
weighs 44 tons. 

The arches, which were manufactured 
by The Airscrew Company and Jicwood, 
Ltd., in an aeroplane hangar at Wey- 
bridge, Surrey, were designed by Mr. 
Gordon Tait, of Sir John Burnet, Tait 
and Partners, in association with the Timber 
Development Association. Messrs. Free- 
man, Fox and Partners were the engineers. 

In all 14 standards, or approximately 
35 tons of timber, have been used, the total 
number of pieces being 1,360 in 8 ft. to 
24 ft. length, 14 in. wide and 1 in. thick. 
The initial moisture content was 31 per 
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cent., and after conditioning was 12 per 
cent. The weight of the moisture ex- 
tracted was five tons—approximately 1,120 
gallons. Thekilning period was nine days, 
the shrinkage across the width of the boards 
being ¥ in. 

The first of the mill operations consisted 
of straightening one edge of each of the 
boards by planing, and they were then 
taken to a width of 134in. Then the scarf 
joints were cut on a tenon machine set to an 
angle of 1 in 12. 


The scarf joints were then glued and 
placed under a pressure of 200 Ib. per square 
inch for a period of 14 hours, a drying 
period of 12 hours being allowed. Casein 
“Certus” glue, supplied by Central 
Chemicals, Ltd., was used in the operation 
and the boards built up into lengths of 
95 ft. 


Each lamination was then passed through 
a thickness panel planer three times and 
reduced to 4% in. parallels before being 
tapered for a distance of 35 ft. from

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43 in. down to # in. thickness. In all 
the total planing distance was 28 miles. 


The moulding operation was carried out 
in two parts, involving a team of 29 opera- 
tors. First, 13 laminations, planed and 
tapered, were glued and clamped under 
pressure at 31 primary clamp positions 
and 78 intermediate ones for a period of 
24 hours. Then 12 further laminations 
were added the next day, 50 gallons of glue 
being consumed on each half arch, i.e., 
to cover the two glueing operations 
described ; 500 gallons were used on the 
complete job. 

The time taken to complete the moulding 
of one half arch was two operations. of 
30 minutes each. The arch was removed 
from the moulding jig after 48 hours, thus 
the time taken for each complete arch was 
one week. 

The cleaning up process was carried out 
by the use of ‘“ Tarplaner” hand planes, 
scrapers and mechanised sanders, and the 
final operation consisted of the application 
of five coats of propeller varnish.

Acrylic Resins 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


IR,—May I comment on the article which 

appeared in your issue of May 26 re- 
garding the use of acrylic resin roof and 
side lights in buildings? Acrylic resins have, 
in practice and in test, shown that there is 
a danger of fire spread where such compo- 
sitions are used for roof lighting, particu- 
larly if burning material should fall on 
them. A major hazard consists in the fall- 
ing of molten and flaming drops of the 
material into the building below. Acrylic 
resins melt at about 190 deg. C., and. when 
heated above this temperature for some 
time begin to decompose, giving off flam- 
mable vapours. 

It is not recommended that these 
materials be used for roof or window light- 
ing.

Jointing Stoneware Drains 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


IR,—With reference to Mr. R. A. White’s 
letter in your issue of September 1, I 
think that the call for the use of tarred 
gaskin or hemp has crept into some speci- 
fications, possibly in the first place by some- 
body dealing with stoneware drains who was 
more used to dealing with iron drains. A 
good drain layer, in his straight work, needs 
no other caulking than his cement, and 
usually has a half-round piece of wood 
attached to a stick to clean off the inside. 
A good tip, however, where gullies, pans, 
interceptors and junctions are concerned is 
to make a thin caulking of twisted news- 
paper to prevent cement getting inside the

Part of one of the guidance sheets issued by the Kent County Council Planning Department 
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intended to and do not contain sufficient 
details to enable developers to dispense with 
professional advice. 

In a dozen panels, common deficiencies of 
style are shown side by side with hints on 
avoiding them. Some of the suggestions 
may be summarised as follows :—When 
grouping buildings, consider the natural fea- 
tures of the site and think about incorporat- 
ing existing trees in the layout; small build- 
ings should be so sited as to avoid their 
being seen in silhouette on the skyline; vistas 
down long straight streets may be dull, but 
there are various ways of relieving the 
monotony; do not submit proposals for 
building near road junctions which, if car- 
ried out, would expose to the public those 
back garden displays of drying clothes, tool 
sheds and chicken runs; the front of the 
house should not be “dressed” at the ex- 
pense of the side; think twice before adopt- 
ing “ye olde English” building styles; let 
modern commercial buildings be designed as 
such—why disguise a petrol station as a 
pagoda? 


OBITUARY 
Hubert M. Fairweather, C.B.E., F.R.1L.B.A. 


We record with regret the death of Mr. 
Hubert Moore Fairweather, C.B.E., 
F.R.I.B.A., of Messrs. Pite, Son and Fair- 
weather, architects, of Queen Anne’s Gate, 
Westminster. He was 69. 

During the recent war Mr. Fairweather 
served for a time with the War Damage 
Commission, after which he was appointed 
deputy chairman and subsequently chairman 
of the Codes of Practice Committee of the 
Ministry of Works. Following his retire- 
ment from this post in 1947 he was made 
a C.B.E. 

Shortly before the end of the war he was 
appointed architect to the university of 
Aberdeen and prepared a development plan 
for the university.

Mr. Fairweather was a former member of 
the R.I.B.A. Council and sat on various.com- 
mittees of the Institute.

types, A and B, for the Bromley (Kent) Borough 
Council. Type A consists of living-room and two 


bedrooms on the ground floor, and living-room and 
three bedrooms on the first and second floors, whereas 
Type B consists of two old people’s dwellings on the 
ground floor with one flat on the first floor and one

flat on the second floor. The flats are so planned that 
each living-room has a south or south-west aspect 
leading on to a balcony; the bedrooms also have a 
similar aspect. 


The kitchens are fitted with an independent boiler 
for the provision of hot water and a certain amount of 
space-heating. Provision is also made for the usual 
sink, draining-boards, dresser and fitted cupboards, 
and there is a rear_service balcony giving access to the 
fuel store. The only open fires are in the living-rooms, 
except in the case of old people’s dwellings, where an 
open fire is provided in the bedroom in addition to a 
radiator. All floors are deal block, with the exception 
of the kitchens, bathrooms and w.c.s, which have 
pitchmastic floors. 


The design is somewhat austere, as dictated by the 
restrictions of these days, and consists of a plinth of 
Marston Valley autumn tint facing bricks, with a super- 
structure of flettons coloured with ‘‘ Exelaero”’ 
external distemper. The roofs are corrugated asbestos 
Trafford tiles.

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T* Derbyshire County Architect’s Department has 

in hand new building works for most of the committees 
of the Council, the largest single programme for the year 
ending March 31, 1951, being that for school buildings which 
are required to accommodate Derbyshire’s proportion of 
the estimated one million additional children for whom 
schoo] places must be found in the next few years in the 
country as a whole, due to the increase in the birth rate 
and the provision of new housing estates. 

The capital value of the 12 major projects in the field of 
primary and secondary education for this financial year is 
almost £500,000 and work will also commence on some 
24 further minor projects almost all of which will provide 
new school places of a total value of £100,000. 

The programme for the next financial year, which the 
Ministry of Education has been requested to approve in 
principle, is an increase of 50 per cent. on the present 
programme. 

In other fields of education, work is to commencé on a 
county college at Ilkeston, and on one or more special 
schools for maladjusted children. Another important 
programme is that for police purposes. Up to the present 
the provision of houses for married officers has had first 
priority and, in respect of the programme of over 100 houses 
in the current year’s programme, is still of prime importance. 
Time has been found, however, to design a new police 
divisional headquarters at Buxton, a tender for which has 
recently been accepted of rather less than £90,000. 

The responsibility for fire brigade protection, which has 
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devolved on the Council, found most of the buildings trans- 
ferred in a very poor condition, and there is a large building 
programme ahead. The present year has seen work com- 
mence on new station buildings at Buxton and Swadlincote. 
Housing problems for fire brigade, as for police personnel, 
are being solved by the provision of new houses and a start 
is to be made on two houses at Buxton and two houses at 
Chesterfield, followed by others for the Derby headquarters 
staff. i 

In the agricultural field a project for the provision of 
seven new smallholding units on the Hoon Hatton estate, 
purchased before the war, has been received and is the first 
project in the country to receive the approval in principle 
of the Minister. Tenders have been received and it is hoped 
to commence work in the very near future. 

In those small sections which have been left to local 
authorities, as the guardian of the public health and welfare, 
an ambulance station is being provided at Chesterfield, 
and work has commenced, or is about to commence, on 
the conversion of four suitable properties, which have been 
purchased, into residential establishments for aged perscns, 
with a further two to follow. Some progress is being made 
on the provision of similar premises for children. 

Drawings have been prepared in collaboration with the 
County Surveyor for a project which has aroused country- 
wide interest; this is the provision of a depot at Ambergate, 
estimated to cost £70,000 as a first instalment, at which 
the considerable fleet of county-owned vehicles of all kinds 
may be serviced and maintained.

LITTLEOVER SCHOOL, accommodating 160 children aged single-storey and consists of four classrooms, an 
5-7 years, was one of the first schools of light permanent assembly hall (which serves also as a dining-room), 
construction completed in Derbyshire since the end of the a kitchen and the necessary cloakrooms, offices and 
war for the Derbyshire County Council.

The site, which rises gently from east to west, is 6 acres 
in extent, and at a later date it is proposed to erect on the 
same site a nursery school for approximately 80 pupils 
aged 2-5 years. The east and south boundaries of the school 
are adjacent to domestic properties and the west boundary 
is close to a municipal recreation ground. 

The plan is basically E-shaped with a main central entrance 
which gives access by way of an entrance hall to the assembly 
hall, flanked on either side by the classrooms, cloakrooms 
and other ancillary accommodation. The assembly hall 
has a floor area of 1,800 ft. super and is large enough to seat 
all the children attending the school ; the chairs provided 
are the movable nesting type and when the assembly hall is 
required for other purposes requiring floor space, the chairs 
are removed to storage accommodation provided off the 
hall. The platform is sectionalised and is demountable 
and can similarly be stored away, when necessary. The 
classrooms have a south-easterly aspect, clerestory windows 
which provide for cross-ventilation, and each classroom has 
its own store room. 

The school has been designed in light steel construction, 
the framework being planned on a grid of 7 ft. 6 in. to 
facilitate speedy erection and economy in labour and 
material. 

The exterior walls are in wire cut facing bricks, the roofs 
in reinforced Thermacoust slabs, screeded and finished in 
Ruberoid, the floors are in precast concrete slabs, screeded 
in cement to receive linoleum in the classrooms, Granwood 
flooring in the assembly hall and administrative accommo- 
dation, brown pitch mastic in the corridors and grano- 
lithic paving in the cloakrooms and lavatories. 

Heating is by low-pressure hot water and ceilings are lined 
with fibreboard to ensure adequate heat and sound insula- 


tion. The assembly hall, however, is lined with special 
tiles for acoustic purposes. Windows are steel and walls 
are plaster except those in the lavatories and cloakrooms, 
which are flush-pointed sand-lime bricks.

ESSRS. E. P. ALLAM AND CO., LTD., and their 

associate companies, will shortly complete the first 

stage of their post-war expansion. This development takes 

the form of a new factory on the Eastwood Industrial 
Estate, Southend. 

Of the ultimate development, slightly over a quarter 
of the factory has been constructed and, as the development 
plan below shows, an area is allocated for an office building 
which will eventually form the main facade to the London- 
Southend arterial road. 

The building now erected provides a complete produc- 
tion unit with temporary office accommodation within the 
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Plan of first_stage, showing circulation. 






































main factory space; boiler house and services now included 
are adequate for the first two stages of extension, namely, 
the erection of the first half of the office building, and the 
factory addition to the north of that existing. 

The plan of the building now nearly complete shows 
production circulation and the travelling crane system. 

The construction is of brick, steel and astestos sheeting. 
The roof is of north light lattice girder construction in bays 
of 50 ft. span by 30 ft. with precast concrete gutters. The 
north and east sides of the factory are sheeted down to a 
dwarf wall as temporary sides from which extension will 
take place. The annexe, which includes works lavatories, 
stores, boiler house and the works entrance, is in brick with 
r.c. slab roof.

CIVIC DESIGN 


A Talk by Sir Patrick Abercrombie 


‘THE need for the introduction of suitable 

measures which would have the effect of 
safeguarding adequate design qualities in 
the city was stressed by Sir PATRICK ABER- 
CROMBIE in a paper entitled “ Discipline in 
Civic Design,” read at the Town and 
Country Planning Summer School recently 
held at Nottingham. 

After some general introductory remarks, 
Sir Patrick went on to describe various 
attitudes which might be adopted by those 
architects who believed that civic designs 
should not be subject to legislative control. 
However, there were others, he said, who 
were less allergic; for example, groups of 
architects, carefully chosen, whose outlook 
was similar. The speaker continued :— 

The team which is creating the Lansbury 
Neighbourhood is working together; here 
the major- general is merely primus inter 
pares, the chief architect of the L.C.C. 
Discipline has become co-operation. At 
Plymeuth another experiment is being tried 
out, with a. liaison architect who is intenti- 
onally younger than the individual architect- 
mandarins who are carrying out the several 
duildings; younger, but highly experienced 
in the type of building. 

There are again the good-humoured archi- 
tects who are prepared to co-operate with 
their neighbours and to fall in with what- 
ever system is in use. This by no means 
shows them to be lacking in convictions, but 
that they realise that some individuality 
(often required by the client) may be sacri- 
ficed for the sake of “fitness to site and 
environment. Of course,” said Saarinen, 
“such control should be, a priori, the lead- 
ing desire of every architect’s own ambition, 
but inasmuch as this is not always the case, 
a comprehensive control method is indis- 
pensable.” Architectural discipline has 
sometimes been described as the “dead 
hand,” but there is also-the “ living fist.” 


Degrees of Discipline 

It is necessary to consider some of the 
different degrees of discipline lying between 
the extremes of totalitarian control and per- 
fect freedom, bearing in mind the extreme 
delicacy of the task, shown by the attitudes 
of the architects. First it must be remem- 
bered that outside this shy aesthetic sphere 
there are other compelling forces which 
greatly affect the appearances of buildings, 
at the centre especially, and which the most 
sensitive architects cannot escape from— 
zoning for use and bulk (including heights 
and daylighting control). These masterful 
factors in discipline which govern the plans 
of the buildings, hence their general appear- 
ance, are fully dealt with in the manual on 
“The Redevelopment of Central Areas.” It 
is not my intention to enlarge upon their 
far-reaching effects or upon the new 
machinery for determiming a floor-space 
index (first used for the City by Holden 
and Holford), a more flexible instrument 
for working out the form which the build- 
ing man can assume, leading to departures 
from continuous street facades (as may be 
seen in recent buildings in New York). 

The treatment of the external appearance 
still remains to be dealt with, however much 
the height and mass are subject to zoning. 
The manual is optimistic, suggesting that, 
within these controls, developers should be 


given considerable “freedom of decision 
concerning the block form and height of 
their buildings. On the other hand, it is 
highly desirable that the composition and 
general effect of a street should Possess 
both balance and a reasonable measure of 
continuity and cohesion, A wisely exercised 
control of external appearance should 
enable both these objectives to be secured 
with ~ the least possible _ restraint of 
developers’ freedom in matters of design.” 
Professor Reilly made some equally 
wise remarks of a similar tendency. He 
stressed the importance of a “wiser and 
Stronger control, not so much of design, for 
that is a shy thing, apt to wither under 
official restraints, but of such general things 
as bulk and colour which more than any- 
thing else affect the massing and composi- 
tion.”. He reinforced the colour importance. 

Let us then try to classify these “ official 
restraints ” in a descending order of severity, 
quoting where possible actual examples, 
and including new building and rebuilding: 

A.—Complete control: one man’s design 
imposed, by a ground landlord as in 
Bedford-square, Bloomsbury, or voluntarily 
adopted as for the Royal Crescent, Bath. 
Ferensway (Hull) and the Headrow (Leeds) 
are two modern attempts (the Headrow has 
been exploded). 

B.—A sketch plan or model prepared by 
an architect as a general indication, to 
“ show buildings in block form and provide 
for such a variety of buildings as is thought 
to meet developers’ needs ” (Manual). As 
individual buildings are submitted they are 
discussed, but not coerced, in terms of the 
sketch treatment. New-street at Haifa was 
carried out on this method. Regent-street 
(not the Quadrant, which is an example 
of A) was to be based upon a competition 
design, but this was abandoned, though there 
are faint traces of its influences. Kingsway 
is more coherent, through having the same 
architect on several buildings. Plymouth is 
approximately following this method. 

C.—Individual buildings, submitted separ- 
ately for scrutiny, without any coherent 
scheme and allowing zoning variations for 
different “ specialised buildings.” The 
decision in each case may be a “fair one,” 
but the result, as in St. James’s-square, is 
not always happy. The rebuilding of the 
City of London appears to be proceeding 
on these lines. Informal co-operation 
between architects of neighbouring buildings 
can do much under this method, e.g. Exeter, 

D.— Freedom: “damn braces, bless 
relaxes.” The results may be seen in any 
town and vary between charm and chaos, 
nattering and bellowing. 

E.—Hells: not exactly free, but specially 
designated for the damned. Dante and 
Milton would both find them more inspir- 
ing of great poetry than the pure totali- 
tarian heaven. No gentility here, but plenty 
of surprise; the rogue architect has found 
his gallery, and the advertising barker- his 
pitch. Dante, it will be remembered, put 
a Pope in his Inferno. 

These alternatives, which might be sub- 
divided ad libitum, are not suggested for 
absolute adoption; they might be used con- 
currently, in a sort of increasing looseness 
from the centre of the city outwards. As 
the manual well expresses it: “the most 
Suitable kind and degree of control must 
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necessarily vary according to the character 
of the street and neighbourhood.” But the 
Site for the local “ hell ” will require especi- 
ally careful selection. 

Princes-street, Edinburgh, might well be 
selected as a test case as to which of the 
above four first categories might be applied. 
There is, however, no place here for a 
local “kell”; a milder form of infernal 
treatment might be its preservation intact 
as it exists to-day. 

Discipline, as the word is used in this 
Paper, ranges from the complete rigour. of 
an imposed design; tight control of develop- 
ment to produce a formal, but not uniform, 
effect; a looser regard for general street or 
Square composition; informal collaboration 
between neighbours; and complete freedom, 
relying on intuitive sensing, to absolute 
unbridled licence. 


Methods of Application 


If it is conceded that some discipline 
should be exercised, and in varying degrees: 
and if there is power in the 1947 Act to do 
SO, as seems now acknowledged, then some 
machinery must be devised. The Minister 
has been shy of issuing a memorandum: 
the manual is a master-work of pious hopes 
—“it should be possible to reach a fair 
decision in each case "—“A wisely exercised 
control of external appearance should 
enable both these objectives to be secured 
...’—“*In most cases a solution acceptable 
to both parties is likely to be reached.”— 
“It is necessary, first, that each building 
should be designed by a competent 
architect,” 

There are two phases in the administra- 
tion of this delicate task: 1. The means of 
communicating to intending developers .the 
aesthetic views of the planning authority; 
2. The direction of appeal, in case of dis- 
agreement. Though there is no likelihood 
of varying the normal practice of this 
country,. according to which the - final 
decision is in the hands of the plain man 
(e.g. a jury in a court of law), control 
should only be exercisable by law if adequate 
artistic advice is given. The Act gives no 
indication of this essential; it could presu- 
mably be included in regulations. 

The machinery for advice, so that there 
should be conformity to the degree of disci- 
Pline decided upon, may lean either to 
democratic or’ dictatorial methods. It may 
be worked by: (a) The planning officer; if 
he is strong-minded he may become the 
(advisory) dictator to the planning authority. 
Much will depend upon his judgment. He 
may, however, be too easy-going, or stylisti- 
cally prejudiced. (b) An outside architect 
specially appointed: he will have his terms 
of reference and he may be more easily 
replaced, as his job is Strictly ad hoc. 
(c) A panel set up under the joint scheme 
originated and approved by the R.LB.A., 
C.P.R.E. and LOB. This is the most 
democratic method and its procedure has 
recently been revised and reissued, It was 
Originally devised for and is still probably 
most applicable to use in country districts. 
The method, however, might well be 
adapted for urban use. 

Under whichever method, it is most 
desirable that consultation between devel- 
Oper and adviser takes place at an early 
sketch plan stage: it is the alteration or 
rejection of finished working drawings that 
causes so much irritation. 

Appeals against the decision of the plan- 
ning authority (acting, it is presumed, on 
artistic advice) under the 1932 Act had to

be either to a court of summary jurisdiction 
(a wholly unsuitable body) or to a special 
tribunal set up under the scheme, the archi- 
tect member of which was appointed by 
the R.I.B.A. The decisions of the court or 
tribunal were final and there was no claim 
to compensation, even though the approved 
design cost- the developer more. money. 
Appeals. under the 1947 Act le normally 
with -the Minister. This has the disadvan- 
tage that. the architectural advice tendered 
to the Minister is qnonymous and that it 
is not certain. whether the Minister acts. upon 


this advice. The Minister may set up-a .- 


tribunal. The position with regard to com- 
pensation urtler (par. 20 (5)) °47 Act -is 
much weaker than under the ’32 Act. 


The R.F.A.C. acts as a sort of advisory | 
court of appeal to which the Minister might - 


submit cases of first-class importance. The 
Commission also advises Government 
departments when they are giving grants 
for buildings to local authorities and other 
public bodies. It also on occasion calls 
for designs, eg. Coventry Cathedral, and 
through the weight of its views may cause 
fundamental revision. It has been used for 
small objects, especially those entailing 
frequent repetition (street furnishings). 


Devising Guiding Principles 

The devising of machinery itself for 
guidance, collaboration, control, appeal and 
possible rejection should not be beyond the 
skill of the Ministry, acting upon these 
possible alternative methods. 

But how it is to work, what principles 
to be laid down, is by no means so easy. 
Except under the totalitarian scheme of a 
single designer (the Rue de Rivoli), there 
should be no petty-minded interference with 
individualistic expression. The word “ guid- 
ance” is perhaps as suspect as “ control ”; 
it is not, of course, expected that the hand 
of the architect should be “guided” by 
some appointed person or official as though 
he were a child learning to write. As the 
manual well expresses it: “the aim of the 
control of the external appearance of build- 
ings by the planning authority is to secure 
. . . a reasonable balance and harmony in 
the layout, general form and colour of the 
buildings as a whole.” Even the word 
“harmony” might be considered too dogmia- 
tic; I should prefer the words “ satisfactory 
treatment.” 

It is to be determined how much is due 
to aesthetic and social environment; or, to 
put the matter more concretely, in the 
words of the manual: “ The central question 
involved is the contribution which an indi- 
vidual developer should be asked to make 
to the appearance of the street [sic] as a 
whole.” The anarchist will stiffly say, none; 
that is simple, final and sterile. On the 
other hand, to determine the degree of 
co-operation is not as easy as the manual 
seems to think. 

The first practical step is, as usual, a 
survey of existing conditions: (i) in areas 
where the normal process of piecemeal 
redevelopment is taking place; (ii) in areas 
of war damage, where. wholesale rebuild- 
ing is to take place; (iii) in new areas where 
development is proposed; with such a 
survey it should be possible to decide what 
degree of discipline is to be imposed. A 
good deal of the trouble over Mecklenburgh- 
square might have been avoided if the 
Founding group had been scheduled either 
under discipline A or B. The whole of 
London, including the City, should be zoned 
for discipline in architectural treatment, 
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including the provision of several suitably 
placed local “hells,” like Piccadilly Circus, 
which might be described as a “Neon Hell” 
superimposed on a “ Blomfield Heaven.” 
The second step is not quite so easy; it 
is to’ determine what is the extent of 
“ adequate” artistic advice and how it can 
best be administered. This is the work of 
the Ministry. The third: step~ concerns - the 
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last words of the manual on external appear- 
ance: “ Finally . control of externa! 
appearance by the planning authority is 
complementary to, and can never be a sub- 
stitute for, the employment of competent 
architects by individual developers.” - It is 
indeed the hardest task of-all to decide (by 
whomsoever the decision is made) who is a 
competent architect. 
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HOUSING AND TOWN PLANNING 
International Federation’s 20th Congress in Amsterdam 


"THE twentieth International Congress of 

the International Federation for Hous- 
ing and Town Planning, held at the Univer- 
sity, Amsterdam, from August 27 to Septem- 
ber 2, and presided over by Sir George L. 
Pepler, C.B., proved a great success. About 
700 delegates attended from 25 countries, 
including a strong contingent from Great 
Britain. Other European countries were well 
represented, and delegates came from so far 
afield as Australia, Japan, Canada, U.S.A., 
South America and East Africa. Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Israel were also represented. 
Members of the Congress were most hos- 
pitably welcomed and. entertained by the 
Dutch Government, the City of Amsterdam, 
and the civic authorities of each of the towns 
visited. 

The main subjects discussed were : — 

The Réle of the Voluntary Housing 
Association. General reporter—Mr. J. 
Bommer, of the Netherlands. Fourteen 
countries presented papers, and during the 
Congress a speaker from Israel provided in- 
formation with reference to the colossal 
building effort being made by housing asso- 
ciations in his country. The general impres- 
sion gained from the papers and the discus- 
sion was that although Great Britain had 
given birth to the voluntary housing associa- 
tion, it now relied almost entirely on the 
local authority. Qn the other hand, in 





several countries voluntary housing associa- 
tions were, with governmental and muni- 
cipal assistance, now the.principal agency for 
new housing. 

The Implementation of Planning Mea- 
General reporter—Professor Ahren, 


sures. 
of Sweden. Fifteen countries presented 
papers. The consensus of opinion appeared 


to be that while most countries had fairly 
effective legislation, several, not including 
Great Britain, lacked adequate powers of 
compulsory purchase. In every case, how- 
ever, the main difficulty was shortage of 
finance, labour and materials. Also some 
planners were accused of having painted 
unrealistic pictures. 

Prefabrication and New Building Tech- 
nique for Housing. General reporter—Mr. 
H. Spiwak, of Great Britain. Reports were 
presented by five specialists: R. Fitz- 
MAURICE, B.Sc., Great Britain, who expressed 
the opinion that good results depended more 
upon efficient organisation than on new tech- 
nique: “ The architect as designer, the manu- 
facturer of materials and components as 
producer, and the contractor as erecter, all 
work in watertight compartments. No _ real 
progress is possible until this division of 
function can be broken down ”; BURNHAM 
KeELLy, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, who concluded his paper with these 
words: “Within the industry itself, there is 
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more opportunity for cost reduction in the 
overall integration of the steps in a pattern 
of building ‘ operations based on lessons 
learned from the prefabricators, than in any 
line_of technical advance which is now in 
view”; Dr. Ir. J. P. Mazure, Director of 
Ratiobouw, The Hague; Mons. A. MARINI 
and Mons. E. Simon, France. 

Town and Country Planning and Indus- 


try. General reporters—Professor F. J. 
Adams, of the U.S.A., and Mr. H. J. 
Manzoni, C.B.E., of Great Britain. This 


subject was also dealt with on.a selected 
specialist rather than a national basis. 
Five reports were presented: L. H. J. 
ANGENOT, of Rotterdam; Dr. W. OSTROWSKI 
and B. Matisz, of Poland; LorRD VERULAM, 
of Great Britain; and Max WERNER, of 
Zurich. In the papers the  require- 
ments: of industry with reference to site, 
transport, power, availability of labour, 
access to raw materials and markets, were 
touched on, and the possibilities of indus- 
trial estates were discussed. Incidentally, it 
was noted that in the U.S.A. ample parking 
provision must be made for the cars of em- 
ployees. Lord Verulam emphasised the 
importance of considering the location of a 
given manufacturing establishment in the 
light of the balance of employment already 
in the community and ultimately to be pro- 
vided there. He considers it reasonable to 
prescribe that the total number employed in 
any one factory in any one community 
should not exceed 10 per cent. of those gain- 
fully employed in that community, and that 
not more than 30 per cent. of the gainfully 
employed should work in one type of indus- 
try. He also believes that new industries 
linked with agriculture should be introduced 
into rural areas. He ultimately envisages a 
new distribution of population and produc- 
tion throughout the countries of the western 
world and the colonies and Dominions linked 
with them. 


Other Activities 

The Study Groups were again popular and 
dealt with the following subjects: “ Planning 
Standards,” “Planning for Rural Communi- 
ties” (it was agreed that the provision of 
schools was the major problem), “ Dwellings 
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for Special Categories,” ““ Modern Methods 
of Housing Management,” “ Educating the 
Planner,” “Planning for Recreation,” 
“Composition of Population in Residential 
Areas,” and “Methods of Studying the 
Lowering of Building Costs.” 

The International Exhibition was admir- 
ably staged and included exhibits from eight 
countries. Holland provided a magnificent 
collection of plans and models, dominated by 
the famous master plan of Amsterdam, and 
including plans for reclaiming “ polders,” 
one of which the delegates visited, from the 
Zuider Zee. The British exhibit was well 
presented and admirably portrayed both the 
technique of our planning and the progress 
made in housing and town planning since 
the war. © The only serious criticism one 
could make was that the dwellings portrayed 
in the panel in the town planning section 
headed “Post-War Britain Takes Shape,” 
were all huge blocks of flats. Undoubtedly 
a great technical achievement, but misleading 
to the foreigner, since, happily, this form of 
housing is not in the least typical of the 
normal British way of life. Belgium showed 
interesting plans for Antwerp and the Region 
of Liége, and a detailed soil map of North- 
West Belgium. A valuable part of the sur- 
vey for the Region of Liége was a study of 
atmospheric pollution measured at 240 points. 
The German exhibit was largely devoted to 
various methods of presenting statistics. 
France gave pride of place to extensive plans 
for Marseilles, but also displayed plans for 
a number of smaller communities. 


Norway was mainly represented ‘by the 
plans for the area surrounding Oslo, while 
Switzerland staged many plans of the can- 
tons and included a most interesting panel 
headed “True Realisation of Planning 
through the Coming Generation,” on which 
were depicted most intelligent picture-plans 
made by schoolchildren for improving their 
own villages. Vienna presented, inter alia, 
plans and models illustrating large housing 
projects that are in hand. Finally, reference 
must be made to the glossary of planning and 
housing terms in five languages, a new and 
enlarged edition of which is about to be 
published by the Federation. 





EXEMPTIONS FROM DEVELOPMENT CHARGE—3 


The Town and Country Planning (Development Charge Exemptions) Regulations, 
1950 (Statutory Instrument, 1950, No. 1233)

(CONTINUING the operations and uses 
to be exempted from Part VII of the 
1947 Act (ie. from development charge): 


10. Development for agriculture and 
forestry 

The exemptions here cover the carrying 
out for agricultural purposes of building or 
other operations (but not erection, enlarge- 
ment, improvement or alteration of dwell- 
ing-houses) for the farming of the land; 
installation of plant for water supply; 
erection of roadside milk churn stands; 
certain forestry operations. 

11. Camping 

Use of land for placing of caravans or 
tents. 

13. Industrial Development 

Under this paragraph, where land is used 
by an industrial undertaker for an indus- 
trial process, the exemption is applied to 
the carrying out on the land of these opera- 
tions: (a) rearrangement: or replacing of 
private ways or private railways, etc.; (b) 
rearrangement of sewers, mains, pipes, 


cables or other apparatus; (c) installation or 
erection, as replacements, of plant or 
machinery. 


16. Deposit of waste materials 

The use for such of land used on July 1, 
1948, for that purpose, and tthe use of any 
land for the spreading of dredgings. 


-18. Development by local authorities 
and statutory undertakers 

Erection, construction or installation, as 
well as maintenance, improvement or other 
alteration of:— 

(a) Small ancillary buildings, works or 
equipment required for the purposes of any 
allotments, cemeteries, parking places, open 


spaces, playing fields, parks, recreation 
grounds, gardens, public walks or pleasure 
grounds belonging to or maintained by: 
them; 


(b) Lamp standards, information kiosks, 
passenger shelters, public’ shelters and seats, 
public lavatories, teléphorie boxes, fire 
alarms, public drinking fountains, horse 
troughs, refuse bins or baskets, or such 
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other similar structures or works as may 
be required in connection with the opera- 
tion of any public service administered. by 
them; 

(c) Watercourses or 
works; 

(d) Sewers, pipes, mains, cables or other 
apparatus (including gas valve governor 
houses in a gas distribution ‘system and 
pumping stations on the: line of sewers) 
in, under or over any land; 

(e) Electricity sub-stations of -a cubic 
content’ not exceeding 2,000 c.ft. and elec- 
tric lines, including feeder filters, trans- 
former kiosks or service lines. This para- 
graph follows fairly closely Class 14 of the 
revoked 1948 (Development Charge) Regu- 
lations (S.J. No. 1189), but in (b) lamp 
standards have been added, while in (e) for 
“electrical transmission lines” has been 
substituted “electricity sub-stations of a 
cubic content not exceeding 2,000 c.ft.” “ Sea 
or river defence works,” which is (f) in the 
revoked Regulations, is repeated in para- 
graph 21 below. : 


19. Development for roads 


(1) The carrying out of any operations 
(not mining operations) and any use of land 
by a local highway or improvement 
authority for the maintenance, improvement, 
construction or realignment of roads or for 
the storage of plant or materials required 
therefor. 

(2) Carrying out of any operations by 
a local highway or improvement authority 
for the purpose of searching for, digging 
and carrying away gravel, sand, stone or 
other materials without payment, under 
Section 51 of the Highway Act, 1835. 

(3) The carrying out of any operations 
required for the maintenance or improve- 
ment of an unadopted street, private road 
or footpath, not being a highway repair- 
able by the inhabitants at large. 

This paragraph is a combination of 
Classes 12 and 15 of the previous Regula- 
tions, with the addition of the reference to 
“a highway repairable by the inhabitants 
at large,” the inclusion of which seems 
unnecessary. 

20. Repairs to pipes, cables and. other 

apparatus 

The carrying out of any operations for 
the purpose of inspecting, repairing or 
renewing any sewers, mains, pipes, cables 
or other apparatus, including the breaking 
open of any street or other land for that 
purpose. 

[Nore: In these articles, reference has 
been. made to the TowN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING (USE CLASSES) ORDER, 1950 (S.I. 
1950, No. 1131). This Order, made by the 
Minister under Sec. 12 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, revokes the 
Town and Country Planning (Use Classes) 
Order, 1948 (S.I. 1948, No. 954). The 
Explanatory Note to this new Order points 
out that under Sec. 12 the making of any 
material change in the use of any. buildings 
or other land is development for the pur- 
poses of the Act; but that, in the case of 
buildings or other land which are used for 
a purpose of any class specified in an order 
made under Sec. 12, the use thereof for 
any other purpose of the same class shall 
not be deemed to involve development. 

The purpose, then, of the new Order is 
to amalgamate certain of the Use Classes 
in that Order so as to permit a wider range 
of changes of use to take place without 
involving “ development.”} :

BUILDING WEEK, LEEDS 
Review of the Exhibition ‘

comprehensiveness and compact 

were outstanding features 

gi the Leeds. Building Week exhibition, 
i principally by the Ministry of 

‘orks, avhich was-held on Hunslet Moor 
—a short distance from the city centre— 
from September {1 to 16. The Week was 
opened by Mr. R. R: Stokes, Minister of 
Works. 

Although based on simifar lines, it em- 
braced more aspects of the industry’s activi- 
ties than did the Tunbridge Wells Building 
Week held fast year. In spite of its broad- 
mess of scope, however, the convenient and 
moderate size of the Leeds exhibition en- 
abled the visitor more easily to appreciate 
the many ways in which the industry is 
progressing. 

The display as a whole was particularly 
significaut in that it conveyed a sense of co- 
hesion, whereas it might have been no more 
ahan a bewildering collection of -seemingly 
unrelated exhibits. Moreover, it showed as 
clearly as hag any earlier exhibition -of its 
kind the effective results which can be 
achieved through collaboration between the 
Government. and industry. 

The main entrance. arch to the exhibition, 
constructed in brick and symbolising the 
craftsmanship of. the builder, appeared all 
the more impressive against the uninteresting 
open wastes of Hunslet Moor; and the 51-ft. 
sword-like cancrete mast, which demonstrated 
the Lee-McCall system of post-tensioning, 
provided another attractive entrance feature. 

‘In the main pavilion, the Ministry of 
Works exhibits (one of which threw empha- 
sis-on efficiency and increased-productivity, 
and: another which: gave_a general idea of 
the variety of -work. performed under the 
chief architect of the Ministry) were among 
the most. interesting. Other appropriate 
stahds which aptly described their holders’ 
fanctions included: those of the R.I.B.A. and 
the: N-F.B:TE. 

The display by the Ministry of Education, 
onthe ‘other hand, was a poor show by 
comparison. One felt that a more careful 
selection:.of photographs of new schools 
might have been made which would have 
resulted in the showing of a stimulating 
exhibit instead of the mediocre one presented. 


Display of Students’ Work 


. Of an exceptionally high standard was the 
large se of specimens of work by 
students of architecture and the building 
crafts. On the. crafts side, plumbing 
students submitted some particularly out- 
standing work. 

The engineering section of the exhibition 
was groupéd in the triangular portion of 
the site beyond the tented pavilions. The 
97-ft. high ‘scaffolding tower, designed by 
M.O.W. architects and etected by three men 
in 36 hours, provided:a spectacular centre- 
piece in a well-assorted display of modern 
plant and machi . Prominent among 
the large-size its was the “ Challenger” 
Mark Uf diesel crawler tractor’ weighing 
some 15{ tons, a product of Marshall, Sons 
and Co., Lid. Powered by a twin-cylinder 
two-stroke engine, if is capable of developing 
80-b.h.p. and providing 72 ‘h.p. at the draw- 
bar. It. is-only coming into produc- 
tion and a af export as well as 
home market orders fgr it» have already 
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Another interesting device which was used 
extensively in the preparations of the exhi- 
bition site was a posthole borer attached by 
a three-point linkage to a Ferguson tractor. 
It was shown by The Agricultural Equip- 
ment and Contracting Co. Using nine- or 
twelve-inch augers, it was claimed that 40 
holes, each three feet deep, could be drilled 
in an hour in almost any type of terrain. 
Larger augers with a deeper penetration 
may also be employed. 

The speedy removal of materials on site 
without the aid of human labour was shown 
by a single-track mono railway which car- 
ried a train of trucks in which most build- 
ing materials might suitably. be transported. 
The capacity of each truck is four times 
that of the ordinary wheelbarrow. Road 
Machine (Drayton), Ltd., were the exhibitors. 
A V-shaped barrow which holds more and 
is claimed to be more easily handled than 
the orthodox barrow was on view on the 
stand of Acrow (Engineers) Ltd. 


Other exhibits included: The latest im- 
provements in column shuttering which en- 
abled 32.feet super of concrete to be poured 
in ten minufes (Kwikform, Ltd.); a builder’s 
trestle incorporating thumb-screw adjusters 
and adaptable, rubber-cushioned feet (Kwik- 
form, Ltd.); a new type of heavy-duty sus- 
pended scaffold which can be fitted with a 
protecting roof in bad weather (Mills Scaf- 
fold Co., Ltd.); a portable cross-cut and 
rip-saw which cuts all mitres, bevels, splay 
cuts, grooves, trenches and tenons, and can 
be driven by a petrol engine or electricity 
(W. T. Palmer and Co., Ltd.); and an im- 
proved electric hand-saw which is notable 
for the ease with which it cuts compound 
angles (Tarpen Engineering Co., Ltd.).

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The Minister’s Opening Speech 

An assurance that steps had been taken to 
ensure that shortages of building materials 
do not recur next year was given by Mr. 
R. R. Strokes, Minister of Works, when he 
spoke at the opening of Building Week. He 
added, however, that it was still necessary 
to exercise-the utmost economy, particularly 
in timber and cement. 

Earlier, Mr. Stokes said: “It is quite 
obvious that planning must be very much 
more efficiently and extensively employed if 
costs are to come down whilst at the same 
time the earnings of all are to go up. 
Again, with that comes the question of train- 
ing for industry—and here do not let. us 
conceive that this applies only to what are 
generally referred to as the operatives. I 
want to appeal to the employers, to the 
architects and everybody engaged_ in the 
industry to realise the share which they must 
take it we are to get what we need: out of 
the building industry. I know I am on 
tender ground, perhaps, in appealing to the 
professions. I believe that some of the 
great difficulties would be overcome in the 
industry were the curriculum of architects 
to include an actual percentage of their 
training time engaged on sites, so that they 
can see for themselves what does go on. 

“To the employers I want to say that if 
we are to have better training and to en- 
courage, as we are trying to do, young men 
to go into the industry and train and be- 
come efficient, the responsibility of the em- 
ployers is to see that they absorb these 
people into our organisation and give them 
the opportunity of getting to the top. 

“I know there has been a good deal of 
controversy on incentives. I want to put it 
this way to you: what men expect to get is 
something directly out of their effert. Quite 
recently, in collaboration with the Ministry 
of Health, my department. has-made an 
analysis of some of the results achieved by 
municipalities and others in employing in- 
centive. schemes on their housing with very 
astonishing results. When I submit that in 
some cases there has been as much as £100 
saving in direct labour, and earnings of 
the men have been up, you may begin to 
understand what I mean. - If you will take 
into consideration the overliead that goes 
with the direct labour force, then £100 sav- 
ing in a house probably corresponds pretty 
nearly to a 10 per cent. overall reduction. 

“Fair and proper incentives should be 
employed by agreement with the operatives 
wherever they possibly can be, because I am 
sure that is going to help us more than any- 
thing to the result which we all so desire 
to achieve. 


The Building Programme 

“JT want to emphasise three points about 
the building programme. First, we have a 
gigantic demand in front of us, including 
civil defence which has been thrust upon us. 
Such a big programme is impossible of ful- 
filment in the foreseeable future. It is abso- 
lutely essential that we should -continue to 
control building in order to ensure that the 
first and most important things get done 
first. There is plenty of work for every- 
body for a long time to come. 

“ Second, it is essential that we cheapen 
the cost of house building.. The quicker 
they are built the less they will cost. 
Third, there is no royal road to prosperity. 
The only road is by greater effort on the 
part of all of us. We should have a 20 per 
cent. greater output from everybody.” 
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INCENTIVE SCHEMES IN DIRECT LABOUR 


Report on M.O.W. . 


ew of increased productivity and 
lowered costs through the operation of 
incentive schemes by local authorities employ- 
ing direct labour forces are mentioned in the 
recently published report on a survey of 
experience of local authority labour organisa- 
tions made earlier this year by the Ministry 
of Works in collaboration with the Ministry 
of Health. The report states :— 


In the spring of this year the Ministry of 
Works in association with the Ministry of 
Health instituted an inquiry into the operation 
of incentive schemes by direct labour forces of 
local authorities throughout England and 
Wales engaged on new housing work. 


The data w-re obtained by the Department’s 
regional officers in collaboration with regional 
offieers of the Ministry of Health between 
March and May, 1950, in the main by personal 
visits to the local authorities concerned, and 
were based on the questionnaire set out in 
Appendix 2 (see p. 341). Thanks to the very 
willing response of the local authorities, a 
great deal of useful information was obtained 
which will be made available to direct labour 
forces anxious to formulate or improve 
incentive schemes. 


The survey was necessarily confined to new 
housebuilding schemes since these comprise 
the great bulk of the building undertaken by 
direct labour forces. The report is not, 
therefore, a statistical assessment of the effects 
of incentives on building efficiency generally, 
nor is it intended to convey any particular 
impression of the working of direct labour 
organisations as such. 


The results of the inquiry, which are set 
out in the statistical tables, provide the follow- 
ing broad picture. 


Extent to which Schemes are Operated 


Table A shows that of the 158 direct labour 
forces engaged on new housing work, 96 were 
Operating incentive schemes regarded as 
conforming to the terms of the National 
Settlement for the Building Industry, i.e., they 
were based on output achieved in relation to 
targets agreed with the employees. 


The number of men employed on new 
housing work in the 158 direct labour forces 
was 14,000, of which 10,399 (72.5 per cent.) 
were employed in direct labour forces operating 
incentive schemes: few schemes, however, 
embraced the whole working time of all the 
men on the site so that the number of men 
actually engaged on bonused work, at any 
particular time, was less than this total. 


The direct labour forces of the local 
authorities operating incentive schemes were, 
on the whole, larger than those not operating 
schemes, the average number of men engaged 
on new housing in the former being 101, 
and in the latter 59. While only 43 per cent. 
of the direct labour forces employing up to 
20 men were operating incentive schemes, 80 
per cent. of those employing over 100 men 
were doing so. It is therefore clear that the 
larger direct labour forces have found them- 
selves to be in a better position to initiate 
schemes. Nevertheless, nine direct labour 
forces employing less than 20 men each on new 
housing work were operating schemes, while 
3 employing over 200 men each were not.

Desree of Success of Schemes 

While some schemes embraced all the men 
on the job as a whole, others only covered 
particular trades or operations. It must be 
stressed that the following figures relating to 
improvement in output, savings in labour cost, 
and bonus earnings, refer usually only to the 
time during which the men were engaged on 
bonused work. Experience of the operation 
of incentive schemes shows that it is difficult 
to include more than a proportion of the men’s 
time on bonused work; therefore, the overall 
effect on output and hence on labour costs and 
bonus earnings will, on average, have been less 
than that indicated by the figures given. 


Effect on Output 

Of the 96 local authorities operating incen- 
tive schemes, 83 estimated that the schemes had 
resulted in increased output. Of these, 32 
supplied detailed evidence supporting these 
estimates which varied very widely. In some 
cases the increase was quite small, particularly 
taking into account the output of the men as 
a whole, but the highest estimated overall 
increase was 43 per cent. On _ particular 
trades the range was even wider and the 
increase in output varied from 22 per cent. 
to 112 per cent. The average increase in 
output on bonused work quoted for the 32 
schemes was 27 per cent. Thirteen local 
authorities could not say whether an increase 
in output had been achieved or were uncertain 
of its extent. In some cases the results were 
not measured until the completion of the 
housing schemes and therefore were not known. 
In others, the records were not sufficiently 
comprehensive to provide the information. 


Effect on Labour Costs 
Eighty of the local authorities operating 


schemes estimated that reductions in labour. 


costs had been achieved. Again the estimates 
varied very widely and the percentage reduc- 
tion in costs was naturally of a lower order 
than the percentage increase in output. In 
some cases reductions of 25 per cent. in the 
labour costs were claimed, representing over 
£100 per house. In particular trades, notably 
brickwork, savings of up to 45 per cent. were 
claimed. 


The average saving recorded on the 32 
schemes on which detailed information was 
submitted was 7 per cent. of the labour cost 
of the work covered by the incentive scheme. 
Sixteen local authorities were not able to say 
whether iabour costs had been reduced by the 
operation of incentive schemes. 


Effect on Men’s Earnings 

Eighty-six of the 96 local authorities operat- 
ing incentive schemes stated that the men’s 
earnings had been increased. Sixty-seven 
local authorities gave particulars of bonus 
earnings. On the bonused work as a whole, 
bonus varied from Id. to 1s. 7d. per hour, but 
on particular trades it was slightly higher 
ranging from 234d. to Is. 8d. per hour. Craftsmen 
generally earned from 34d. to 63d. per hour as 
bonus; tilers, on average, tended to earn a 
little less and plasterers a little more. Labourers, 
mainly owing to the fact that the bonus is 
usually based on their lower hourly wage rates, 
earned somewhat less, between 3d. and 54d. 
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per hour. All trades occasionally earned either 
less or more than those figures. 


The average bonus paid on the 67 schemes 
was 5d. per hour, or between 15 per cent. and 
20 per cent. of the men’s basic wages. 


Principles of 96 Schemes in Opz2ration 


Table B shows that the following principles 
applied to incentive schemes in operation :— 

Share of Saving on Targets.—The share of 
the saving on targets which was paid to the 
men as bonus was found to range from 50 per 
cent. to 100 per cent. and averaged 74.5 per 
cent. The most commonly agreed shares 
payable to the men were 50 per cent., 66 per 
cent. and 100 per cent. of the savings on the 
targets. It does not follow that a larger share 
of the savings on the targets payable to the 
men gives them a better opportunity to earn 
bonus, as this also depends upon the level of 
the targets agreed. The proportion of the 
saving on the targets paid to the men should 
be related to the level of the targets and the 
class of work involved. By its nature the 
Survey did not reveal sufficient information 
to show to what extent the targets were so 
related. 


The Wartime Payment by Results scheme 
operated under the Essential Work Order, 
provided for the payment to the men of two- 
thirds of any saving achieved on the targets. 
The National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in their booklet on ‘‘The Appli- 
cation of Incentive Payments to Building 
Work,” published in 1949, recommended that 
the men should receive 50 per cent. of any 
savings on the targets agreed, on the assump- 
tion that they were based on average output 
before the operation of a scheme. 


Method of Bonus Payment.—It was the 
general view of the local authorities concerned 
that payment of bonus at weekly intervals was 
desirable and 61, or nearly two-thirds of the 
local authorities concerned, paid bonus on this 
basis. 


Sixteen local authorities paid bonus at fort- 
nightly to monthly intervals and two at longer 
intervals (up to four monthly). The remainder 
paid bonus either on the completion of a house 
or block or on the completion of each housing 
scheme. These arrangements for payments 
at longer periods appeared to work satis- 
factorily on the whole, although in one or two 
cases it was said that the men tended to lose 
interest through the long period of waiting 
for the reward of their efforts. (In Sweden, 
where a national bonus scheme for the building 
industry has been ‘operating for many years, 
bonus payments are made on a quarterly basis. 
This principle appears to operate satisfactorily 
in Sweden, but there the basic rates are long 
established and the men can anticipate the 
extent of their bonus earnings.) 


Work covered by Incentive Schemes.—As 
already mentioned, only a proportion of the 
schemes embraced all the directly employed 
men on the job. Table B shows that on only 
34 of the 96 schemes operated were all directly 
employed men covered. 


Fifty-seven schemes embraced only the main 
trades or operations. This means that a 
certain number of men, particularly those 
engaged on such operations as foundations, 
drains, etc., were engaged at best for only a 
part of their time on work within the scope of 
the incentive scheme. 


Five schemes were restricted to one or two 
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of the main trades, usually bricklayers and 
carpenters. The application of an incentive 
scheme was also restricted_ where particular 
operations were sub-contracted. 


Schemes operated with Joint Production 
Committees.—Fifty schemes were operated in 
conjunction with joint production committees. 
The committees were usually composed of 
members of the staff and operatives of the 
direct labour forces, although one or two com- 
mittees included members of the local council. 
Where joint production committees were not 
Operating as such, the men were usually 
brought into discussion at the start and during 
the operation of the scheme. 

General Principles —Schemes were occasion- 
ally on a very broad basis indeed, such as the 
total estimated cost of a housing scheme, the 
men receiving a share of any saving found to 
have been achieved at its completion: but in 
general, schemes followed closely the principles 
accepted in the industry, that is to say, targets 
were agreed for particular operations of 
sections of a house, which were measured at 
regular intervals for the purpose of bonus 
computation. (Appendix 1. outlines some 
typical schemes in operation.) Thirty-two 
local authorities were anxious to improve their 
incentive schemes and were taking action to 
this end. 


Position where Schemes are not Operated 


Sixty-two of the direct labour forces engaged 
on new housing work were not operating 
incentive schemes. Of these, five had pre- 
viously operated schemes but abandoned them 
because they failed to achieve their objectives: 
seven were paying bonus unrelated to agreed 
targets, although it was generally claimed that 
these payments had coincided with increased 
output. 

Seven Jocal authorities, whose direct labour 
forces range from 9-31 men, felt that their 
labour-forces were too small, and others stated 
that umber of houses on which they were 
engaged did not warrant incentive schemes. 
Where: there was no scheme at all, the reason 
was ‘sometimes that the direct labour forces 
did not favour them, either opposing them in 
principle or being fearful that the quality of 
the work, would suffer. In some cases the 
opposition: came from the local authorities 
or from both the local authorities and the 
operatives. In some cases the operatives 
alone were against the introduction of schemes: 
in others they were the moving spirit. 

Where, as was often the case, the local 
authorities were engaged to a large extent on 
maintenance work, and new housing was 
carried out only by a small proportion of the 
directly employed labour, there was sometimes 
a feeling that unless a scheme could be evolved 
for both new and maintenance work, discontent 
would be caused among the men. The bonus- 
ing of maintenance and repair work presents 
special difficulties and few of the local authori- 
ties covered by the survey had been able to 
evolve incentive schemes for this work. This 
aspect is being specially investigated. 

Some local authorities had still to be con- 
vinced that an incentive scheme would improve 
output and reduce costs, but the main stumbling 
block to the initiation of schemes occurred 
where direct labour forces found difficulty, 
through lack of experience or suitable staff, 
in preparing and operating schemes which 
they were reasonably certain were on a suffici- 
ently sound basis to achieve their objectives 
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and not result in increased costs. Twenty-six 
local authorities were already considering or 
willing to consider the introduction of 
incentive schemes in discussion with the 
Ministry of Works. 


GENERAL CONCLUSIONS. 


While it would be dangerous to draw too 
rigid conclusions from so broad a survey, 
the following points emerge :— 

(a) Ninety-six of the 158 local authority 
direct labour forces engaged on new housing 
work were at the time of the survey operating 
incentive schemes and a very large proportion 
of those schemes were achieving their objec- 
tives in greater or less degree. 

(b) The general effect of the incentive 
schemes on output and costs is difficult to 
assess fom an inquiry of this nature, but the 
report indicates that where schemes were 
operated with enthusiasm, output» was sub- 
stantially increased, cost reduced,~ and. the 
men’s earnings supplemented. 

(c) In general the principles of the schemes 
of which details are available were in line with 
the principles accepted in the building industry, 
although some of the schemes were frankly 
experimental. Some local authorities were 
not satisfied with the, schemes they were 
operating and were anxious to improve them. 

(d) Of the 62 local authorities who were not 
operating schemes, some, or their operatives, 
opposed them in principle. The report also 
feveals a number of difficulties which had, up 
to that point, . discouraged these local 
authorities from initiating schemes but it also 
shows that other local authorities were success- 
fully operating schemes in spite of these 
difficulties. 

(e) Fifty-eight local authorities were willing 
to go further into the matter in consultation 
with the Ministry of Works, 32 in improving 
their present schemes and 26 in preparing 
schemes where they had none. If the latter 
result in the initiation of schemes, these, 
together with other local authorities known to 
be considering them, should raise the number 
of local authorities operating schemes to at 
least 125. 

(f) Owing to the special circumstances in 
which some of the direct labour forces are 
working, it is impossible, without fuller 
investigation, to estimate the extent to which 
the operation of incentive schemes is likely 
to be further extended.

The various principles found to be employed 
by local authorities in the operation of incen- 
tive schemes are enumerated in the foregoing 
report and the accompanying Table B. It is 
hoped that the outline of. actual incentive 
schemes, which are given below, will be of help 
in indicating the lines on which they are being 
developed; it will be realised that many varia- 
tions on the principles demonstrated are 
possible, and have been-found to operate, but 
it should be emphasised that much more 
detailed investigation will be necessary before 
it is possible-to say which types of schemes are 
most commonly employed or to assess their 
relative merits. 

Scheme A.—From the priced bills of quanti- 
ties the estimated labour cost is extracted for 
each item and these are grouped to form labour 
cost or manhour targets for between 30 to 
40 operations in a pair of houses. The 
following is a typical example of the operations 
and principles employed.

Targets for these operations or tasks are 
igreed with the men as the basis for bonus 
computation. The men’s time is allocated 
during the week to the tasks en which they are 
engaged so that when each task is completed 
the actual labour cost is known. 

Each week an assessment of the tasks 
completed by each trade is made. The 
actual labour cost is deducted from the target 
ost for the work and the men are entitled to 
two-thirds of any saving achieved. 

The bonus earned is shared among the men 
in each trade or gang in accordance with the 
wage rate and the hours worked of each man, 
and is usually paid out the week following the 
completion of the tasks. 

Sometimes the men not directly engaged upon 
work covered by bonus tasks are paid as bonus 
a percentage of their wages based on the general 
level of output on the job in relation to the 
estimated cost. 

This type of scheme has the advantage that 
each gang or trade has a direct incentive, and 
it provides the basis for the costing of the work 
as it proceeds; but it does demand the allo- 
cation of the men’s time to particular tasks 
and the calculation of the bonus earned on 
each. 

Scheme B.—The basic principles of this 
scheme are very similar to Scheme A, but it 
is on a much broader basis. The agreed 
target labour cost for a pair of houses is 
broken down into a number of stages, similar 
to those given below, and the percentage of 
the total labour cost is worked out for each 
stage as follows:—

The scheme is entirely comprehensive, 
covering all men on site, and bonus is dis- 
tributed in equal shares to craftsmen and 
labourers alike in accordance with the hours 
worked by each. 

It is extremely simple to operate although 
it demands careful preparation at the com- 
mencement of the job: a part of the incentive 
may be lost by the fact that all men share 
equally in the bonus earned, irrespective of the 
relative contribution of each gang, and it does 
not provide information which can be of much 
use in future estimating.

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PROPOSED £500 HOUSE 


Dundee Scheme Refused 


ON the instructions of the Rt. Hon. 

Hector McNeil, M.P., Secretary of State 
for Scotland, the following letter has been 
sent to Dundee Corporation by the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland: 

“We have to refer to the meeting on 
August 2 with representatives of the 
Corporation at which the offer made by 
Messrs. R. G. Tarran and Son, Ltd., to 
the Corporation to erect sub-standard 
houses in Dundee at a cost of approxi- 
mately £500‘ per house was discussed. The 
Secretary of State has now had an oppor- 
tunity of considering the matter in the light 
of what took place at that discussion and 
of the views of his technical advisers, and 
I am instructed to reply as follows: 

(1) . The proposal to provide a common out- 
side bathroom and _ washhouse is 
regarded as a retrograde step, and the 
Secretary of State feels unable to give 
his approval thereto. 

(2) The house offers a standard of fit- 
tings and amenities well below that 
provided in other houses, and this might 
well lead to discontent among tenants 
once they were installed. Particular 
instances of defects are as follows: (i) 
Inadequacy of kitchen fittings; (ii) No 
provision for ventilated larder, coal 
storage or dry goods cupboard; (iii) 
Cooking arrangements to be by means 
of a stove with chimney in living room 
or bedroom; (iv) No cloakroom, linen 
cupboard or pram space provided; (v) 
No wardrobes in bedrooms; (vi) Electric 
power plug in kitchen only. 

(3) So far as external design is concerned 
the Secretary of State cannot but feel 
that a colony of these structures, especi- 
ally with outside bathrooms and wash- 
houses, would be unsightly, and as 
regards internal planning he is advised 
that the rooms are very sub-standard 
and would not approach present - day 
sleeping accommodation requirements 
for two-person bedrooms. 

(4) A single-storey house of this type would 
be wasteful from ‘the point of view of 
the amount of ground required—a point 
of special importance in Dundee, 
where it is understood suitable build- 
ing sites are limited. 

(5) As the proposed house is a temporary 
one with an anticipated ‘life of not more 
than about 12 years, no subsidy under 
the existing Housing Acts would be 
payable in respect of it. 

(6) While the method of construction is 
a matter for consideration by the Build- 
ing Research Station, the technical 
details so far supplied are insufficient 
to enable the Department’s technical 
officers to express any opinion as to 
the structural stability or length of life 
of the house. In any event, the design 
would require alteration in view of the 
Government’s decision some months 
ago that, owing to shortage of supplies, 
the use of aluminium in house con- 
struction should be discontinued. 

(7) While the Secretary of State is pre- 
pared to give sympathetic consideration 
to the question of a further allocation 
of houses to Dundee when good pro- 

- gress is made with the houses already 

authorised, he regrets that it would be 
impossible to authorise an early additi- 
onal allocation of anything approaching 
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1,000 houses, the -figure which it is 
understood -the Corporation have in 
mind in connection with the present pro- 
posal, At the present time the Corpora- 
tion have approximately 1,300 houses 
either under construction or approved 
but not yet begun, and in addition they 
have been allocated under the 1950-51 
programme 500 houses, tenders for 
which have. still to be submitted. 

The Department will be glad if the 
Corporation will reconsider the proposal in 
the light of the foregoing observations and 
decide whether they wish to pursue the 
matter further. In view of what is stated 
in this letter the Department have not con- 
sidered it necessary at this stage to refer 
the available information as to construc- 
tional details to the Building Research 
Station for consideration.” 


IN PARLIAMENT 
Licences fer Offices 


On September 18 Lteut.-CoLt. LipToN 
asked the Minister of Works whether, in 
view of the need to concentrate building 
labour and materials in house-building and 
essential works, he would consider the can- 
cellation of licences already granted for 
shops and office premises. 

Mr. STOKES said he would not. Licences 
were granted very sparingly for new work 
to shops and office premises, and only where 
cutstanding evidence of need could be 
shown. 

European Oak 

Mr. ErRROLL asked the President of the 

Board of Trade what were the present stocks 


of unedged European oak held by his de- 
partment; what was the condition of these 
stocks; and what steps were being taken to 
prevent it deteriorating. 

Mr. H. Witson said. that the present 
stock of unedged European oak was about 


24 million cubic feet. 
whole was in reasonable condition and was 
stored on lehalf of the Board of Trade by 
reputable timber traders, who were under 
bond to exercise reasonable care. 

Mr. ERrRoit further asked the President 
how he was proposing to dispose of his 
stocks of unedged European oak originally 
acquired by him at prices considerably higher 
than those now prevailing. 

Mr. H. WILSON said that the c.i.f. prices 
now being asked by suppliers of unedged 
European oak were not, to the best of his 
information, lower than those paid by the 
Board of Trade. The first part of the ques- 
tion did not, therefore, arise. 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
“* Settlement of Buildings” 


IN our issue of July 28 appeared an 
inquiry from a correspondent who sought 
advice on the steps to be taken to check 
settlement in a row of cottages. A reply 
appended suggested that the advice of the 
local authority should be sought on the con- 
dition of the house and on whether the ser- 
vices of an architect or builder were 
required. 

As it has been represented to us that 
this reply appears to advocate a step which 
would involve the expenditure of public 
money on what is a private responsibility, it 
should be stated that the text of the inquiry 
was considerably shortened for publication, 
but that the original contained the sugges- 
tion that the buildings concerned might be 
a dangerous structure.

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BUILDING SCHOLARSHIPS 
Awards for 1950 


AS A RESULT of the annual examinations 
which were held on July 11 and 12, and 
the subsequent interviewing of successful 
entrants by the Board of Administration, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Geoffrey O. 
Swayne, F.1.0.B., three building scholar- 
ships have been awarded by the Southern 
Counties Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. A scholarship was awarded to 
Arthur J. Silcox, a student of the Southern 
Grammar School for Boys, Southsea, the 
value being £175 per annum, for a 3-years’ 
full-time course tenable at the Manchester 
College of Technology, leading to: the 
Degree of B.Sc.(Tech.). 

A second scholarship, of £125 per annum, 
was awarded to John G. R. Carr, a student 
of King Edward VI School, Southampton, 
and is for a 3-years’ full-time course for the 
Higher Nationai Diploma in _ Building, 
tenable at the Brixton School of Building. 
The third scholarship was awarded to 
David H. J. Kemp, a student of Churcher’s 
College, Petersfield, the award being of ‘£75 
per annum fora 2-years’ full-time course at 
Guildford Technical College, for the Ordin- 
ary National Diploma in Building. 

These scholarships are open to young

These 
formed part of the recent Leeds “ Building 
Week.” Exhibits are also being staged by 
the. Wales Gas Board and the South Wales 
Electricity Board. 

The Exhibition is to be opened by the Rt. 
Hon. Lord Morrison, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Works, at 2.30 p.m. 
on Monday, October 2. The Lord Mayor 
of Cardiff, Alderman George Williams, 
C.B.E., will take the chair at the opening 
ceremony. After the ceremony the Exhi- 
bition will be open to the public from 4.30 
to 5.30 pm. On following days the 
hours of opening are 10.30 a.m.-5.30 p.m.

U.K. EXPORTS FOR AUGUST 
A New Record 


Mr. ARTHUR BOTTOMLEY, M.P., Secre- 
tary for -Overseas Trade, announced 
recently the provisional U.K. overseas 
trade figures for August. Full details of 
these figures are as follows: — 

United Kingdom exports in August 
reached a new record at £189.3 million (pro- 
visionally), which was £19.9. million higher 
than the average for the second quarter. 
The rate of exports in August was also a 
record, exports exceeding the monthly aver- 
age of the first half of 1950 by seven per 
cent. Imports were valued provisionally at 
£214.9 million, and with re-exports at the 
high figure of £7.4 mif&ion, the excess of im- 
ports (valued c.if.) over exports and re- 
exports (valued f.o.b.) was £18.1 million—the 
lowest figure since February, 1949. For the 
first eight months of this year the provisionat 
value of imports was £1,717.7 million and 
total exports £1,444.6 million, bringing the 
excess of imports to date to £273.1 million. 
U.K. Exports to North America 

United Kingdom exports to the United 
States in August, £11.0 million or $30.7 
million provisionally, were nearly as high as 
in July and 51 per cent. above the average 
for the second quarter of the year. Exports. 
to Canada (£12.2 million provisionally, 
equivalent to U.S. $34.1 million) again 
increased and were 19 per cent. higher than 
the average for the second quarter, although 
slightly below the récord total for May. 
The combined figure of exports to North 
America was equivalent to U.S. $64.8 mil- 
lion, an increase of U.S. $3.8 million over 
the high July figure and 29 per cent.. more 
than the peak quarterly average for the 
fourth quarter of 1948. 
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MAINTENANCE OF TEMPORARY HOUSES 


M.O.H. 


S the temporary housing programme in 
= England and Wales is complete and the 
six months’ maintenance periods provided 
for in the Ministry of Works erection con- 
tracts have now all expired, the Minister of 
Health, in Circular 83/50, wishes to remind 
local authorities that he looks to them, as is 
indicated in paragraph 27 of the Memoran- 
dum on Temporary Accommodation and in 
Circular 58/46, to take such steps as may 
be necessary to maintain the houses for 
which they are responsible. Some further 
notes on the maintenance of temporary 
houses and bungalows are given in two 
appendices to this circular, which we reprint 
below. 


Temporary Houses 

Replacements: With reference to para- 
graph 29 of the Memorandum on Tempo- 
rary Accommodation, experience has shown 
that where replacements are needed, supplies 
of components and fittings which are either 
identical with, or suitable substitutes for, the 
original equipment of .the houses are readily 
obtainable though normal trade channels. 

Specific Items: Arrangements for the sup- 
ply of the following items have been made 
in addition to those advertised in previous 
circulars. (a) Siesta Stoves: Inquiries for 
spare parts and replacements needed for 
Siesta Stoves should be addressed in future 
only to the Park Foundry Co., Ltd., Belper, 
Derbyshire, and not to the other firms men- 
tioned in Appendix C to Circular 58/46. 
(b) Chimney Cowls: In case of difficulty 
replacements for cowls for temporary houses 
are obtainable (among other possible sources) 
from the following firms: (i) Messrs. B. 
Finch and Co., Ltd., Belvedere Works, Bark- 
ingside, Essex, who manufacture cast-iron 
cowls for all types of temporary houses. 
(ii) Messrs. G. A. Harvey and Co. (London), 
Ltd., Woolwich-road, London, S.E.7. This 
firm manufactures a sheet-metal cowl for 
all types of houses except the aluminium. 
(c) Locks for Steel Casement Doors (Arcon 
Houses): Locks for steel casement doors in 
Arcon houses may be obtained from (i) 
Messrs. Yale and Towne, Willenhall, Staffs, 
(ii) Messrs. Josiah Parkes and Sons, Ltd., 
Union Works, Willenhall, Staffs. 


Maintenance 

Fixing of Cookers: In paragraph 9 of 
Appendix F to Circular 58/46, authorities 
were advised to ensure, when maintenance 
service is being carried out, that the cooker 
remains securely fixed. The need for this 
check has been emphasised by a recent acci- 
dent reported to the Ministry. 

Jointing of Flue Pipes: Attention is drawn 
to the necessity for periodical inspection of 
flue pipes to ensure that the jointing material 
is intact and provides an efficient seal. This 
applies especially to the joint of the flue to 
top of the stove. 

Electrical Installations: Local authorities 
will be aware that the wiring installation in 
temporary houses is of a prefabricated pat- 
tern which differs from the more common 
method of wiring in conduit. It was designed 
under war-time conditions when certain re- 
laxations had been made in the Wiring Rules 
and Regulations of the Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineers, but it differs only in minor 
details with the regulations now in force. It 
is essential, however, that periodic inspections 
and tests should be carried out as laid down 
in Clause 1108 of the LE.E. Rules and Regu- 
lations. During such inspections care should 
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be taken to: (a) make sure that all connec- 
tions in the control panel in the kitchen are 
tightly made, (b) examine the condition of 
any moulded insulated fuse carriers and 
holders, (c) check that the correct size of 
fuse wire has been used when replacing 
blown fuses, (d) ensure that the earthing of 
the metal frames of the Arcon and alu- 
minium bungalows is tested for continuity 
(this should be done once a year). 

Work on the Roof: The use of duckboards 
is necessary when working on the roof of 
any temporary house. 

Préssed Steel Fitments—Repainting Treat- 
ment: When treatment is necessary, repaint- 
ing should be carried out in accordance with 
the following specification and paint list. 


(The latter gives the manufacturer’s address’ 


and the ordering description of the priming, 
undercoating and finishing paints required, 
but owing to its length is not reproduced.) 
Preparatory Work: (1) All surfaces to be 
painted should be thoroughly washed down 
to remove all dirt and grease, and rubbed 
down as necessary. Special attention should 
be paid to cleaning out crevices at the joints. 
(2) Any parts showing rust stains should be 
cleaned down to the bare metal and all 
traces of rust removed by wire brushing or 
rubbing down. White spirit (not water) 
should be used in the cleaning and rubbing 
down processes on all surfaces showing any 
signs of rust, Painting: (3) All surfaces 
should be thoroughly dzy and free from con- 
densed moisture at the time of painting. 
(4) All parts which have been cleaned down 
to the bare metal must be primed imme- 
diately following the cleaning and drying pro- 
cesses. (5) The primed areas should be 
brought forward as necessary with under- 
coating, and all surfaces should be painted 
one undercoat and one finishing coat, and 
rubbed down lightly between coats. Special 
attention should be paid to edges to ensure 
that these are well coated with paint. (6)

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Where possible, doors of fitments should be 
taken off to facilitate the painting, of inside 
surfaces. (7) The paints recommended for 
this work are given in the list. All paint 
required should be obtained from the same 
paint manufacturer. (8) All paint will be 
supplied in ready-for-use form, for brush 
application, and should be used strictly in 
accordance with the manufacturer's direc- 
tions. 


Temporary Aluminium Bungalows 

Structural Components and Equipment: 
While it is thought that structural compo- 
nents and substitute items of equipment 
could without difficulty be either manufac- 
tured locally or obtained through normal 
trade channels, authorities requiring particu- 
lar items may care to address their inquiries 
in the first place (particularly if hull compo- 
nents are required) either to Messrs. A. W. 
Hawksley, Ltd., Hucclecote, Gloucester, or 
to Messrs. Blackburn (Dumbarton), Ltd., 
Castle-road, Dumbarton, Scotland. Copies 
of drawings showing structural details have 
been sent to all local authorities who have 
houses of this type. 

Steel Cowls: These can be supplied by 
Messrs. A. W. Hawksley, Ltd., Hucclecote, 
Gloucester, or by Messrs. Davies Bros., 
Motor Supplies, Ltd., Mile End Hill, Llan- 
gollen, North’ Wales. 

Electrical Installations: Periodic inspec- 
tions and tests should be carried out as laid 
down in Clause 1108 of the I.E.E. Rules and 
Regulations, the earthing of the metal frame 
being tested for continuity once a year. 

Condensation: Some trouble has been 
experienced from atmospheric moisture con- 
densing on colder elements of construction 
or on furniture. Local authorities are 
reminded that the bungalow was designed 
with a continuous burning fire in the living- 
room, and it is important that tenants should 
maintain adequate ventilation. ‘Consideration 
is still being given to the problem of con- 
densation by the Building Research Station. 
and any further advice that becomes avail- 
able will be circulated to local authorities. 
Where the condensation shows on surfaces 
inside the bungalow, e.g., on metal furniture 
or on glass, lack of ventilation, absence of 
warm dry air from the heating ducts and 
insufficient care to exclude steam-laden atmo- 
sphere from the kitchen will probably be the 
main contributing causes, and tenants should 
be advised accordingly. 

Fibre-board—Iinsulation of Vegetable 
Lockers: In certain houses the vegetable 
lockers in’ the kitchen are insulated with 
fibre-board from the heat of the solid-fuel 
stoves and of the gas or electric cookers. 
Cases have been reported to the Ministry 
in which this fibre-board has become impreg- 
nated with grease allowed to splash or spill 
from the cookers. Fibre-board in this state 
could in some instances be held to constitute 
a fire risk, and authorities are advised to 
inspect the board from time to time. 

Work on the Roof: The use of duck- 
boards when working on the roof of tem- 
porary aluminium bungalows is especially 
important to avoid damaging the thin layer 
of pure aluminium. 


Repainting Treatment 

A memorandum giving guidance on the 
repainting of the exterior metal-work of both 
temporary and permanent aluminium bun- 
galows is given below. (This memorandum 
also includes a list of suitable primers and 
finishing paints which is not reprinted.) 

Exterior Wall-Cladding and Extruded 
Members—General: (a) Particular and early 
attention should be paid to the condition of 
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the extruded members and cover strips. 
Structural members such as exposed wall 
and chassis members and vertical corner 
members may be easily overlooked during 
casual inspection. They must, however, 
together with cover strips, be carefully 
examined for paint failure, as they are more 
liable to corrosion than the Alclad sheeting. 
Such corrosion is indicated by the presence 
of a powdery or friable salt-like substance 
and/or by the incipient exfoliation or leaf- 
like splitting of the metal edges. The need 
for repainting is likely to be greater and to 
, occur earlier in certain industrial and coastal 
areas. 

(b) In general the existing paint should not 
be removed except where it is loosely 
adherent and without undue difficulty remov- 
able by using a stiff bristle brush. (c) Special 
precautions and great care are necessary in 
order that the surface of the Alclad may not 
be scratched or damaged. The use of metal 
scrapers or wire brushes should be avoided. 
Caustic paint removers, alkaline detergents 
and blowlamps must not be used. 

(d) If, in exceptional cases, stripping of old 
paint should be deemed necessary, a stripper 
or paint remover of the organic solvent type 
should be used. (e) “ Hard Gloss” types of 
paint or enamels should not be used over 
existing paint. (f) The number of coats of 
paint applied over existing paint should be 
as few as possible consistent with reason- 
able appearance. 

Recommended Procedure : (a) Wash down 
with plenty of water, removing all loasely 
adherent paint and corrosion products (if 
any), with a stiff bristle brush during the 
process. It is of vital importance where cor- 
rosion products exist that they should be 
removed completely. (b) When thoroughly 
dry apply by brushing to all places where, 
after preparation as in (a) above, bare metal 
is visible, one coat of suitable primer and 
allow to dry for at least 16 hours. Special 
care should be taken to see that edges are 
well coated. 

(c) Apply by brushing all over one coat 
of a suitable high-hiding, linseed oil paint, 
giving special attention to all edges. No 
attempt should be made to feather off the 
edges by the use of abrasive paper. One coat 
of this paint should obliterate the red primer 
and, in general, suffice from all points of 
view. A second coat of the same paint may, 
however, be applied if required for any 
special reason after the first coat has been 
allowed to dry for not less than 24 hours. 


Roofs: Hitherto roofs have not been 
painted and, generally speaking, they should 
not require protecting by paint for some 
years to come, although such need is likely 
to occur in certain industrial and coastal 
areas. Periodical inspection of roofs during 
the next few years, paying particular atten- 
tion to cover strips, is, however, advisabie. 
Paint similar to that used on the exterior 
wall cladding might alsa be used on the roofs 
and in some cases it may be desirable to 
apply additional coats. Should it be decided 
to paint roofs, the following procedure is 
recommended :—{1) Where necessary wash 
and brush down, using a bristle brush as 
described above. (2) Apply by brushing all 
over, one coat of zinc chromate/red oxide 
primer as used for wail-cladding, and allow 
to dry for at least 16 hours. (3) Apply one 
coat of any good exterior quality paint; this 
may be matt, “eggshell” or glossy. 

Window Frames: In general these were 
unpainted, and the need for protection by 
paint is not likely to arise. If painting be 
desired for any other reason any good 
exterior quality paint may be used provided 
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one coat of the zinc chromate/red oxide 
primer mentioned above is first applied. 

Cutters, Soffits and Rainwater Goods: In 
general these were originally stove-enamelled 
green at the factory. Any good exterior 
quality paint may be used for repainting 
provided the old enamel is first washed and 
rubbed down. 

Cavities at Base of Wall Panels: The 
narrow cavity around the bottom of the wall 
panels of each bungalow should be wire- 
brushed and filled with a non-oxidising mastic 
compound, preferably by pressure gun. Suit- 
able mastics can be obtained from the paint 
manufacturers.

Marble from Italy 

Arrangements have now. been made by 
the Board of Trade for the continuation, 
until June 30 next year, of imports from 
Italy of “marble, rough or rough sawn, not 
carborundum sawn, not pitted, levelled, 
shaped or otherwise prepared.” 

Applications were to be made to the Import 
Licensing Branch not later than September 
13. Applications should not exceed the 
values of the marble which it is anticipated 
can be shipped within the period of the 
quota, and it should be understood that 
licences ngt fully used before the date of 
expiry will not necessarily be extended. It 
may not be practicable to grant licences for 
the full quantities applied for. Importers 
of marble in 1948, 1949 and the first six 
months of 1950 should give full details of 
such imports. 


Scrap-Iron and Steel Orders 


Under an Order signed by the Minister of 
Supply, the Control of Iron and Steel (Scrap) 
Orders, 1943-1950, are consolidated. The 
new Order releases scrap alloy steel, includ- 
ing stainless steel scrap, from price control, 
but not from control of acquisition and dis- 
posal. The schedule to the new Order also 
lists a limited number of price amendments. 
The new Order—the Iron and Steel Scrap 
Order, 1950, S.1.1950, No. 1523—came into 
force on September 18.
